Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS.

Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service.

He had 
this heel x-rayed on the morning of February 23, 1943 at the Jewish Hospital at 
Louisville, Kentucky, and it is entirely probable that he will again seek treatment _ 
for this injury. He was advised at this time that his heel should be put ina 
plaster cast and Radkay stated he would have this done later at Cleveland, Ohio.

Following the apprehension of the Par “sons brothers, they were 


questioned and have advised that subjects Rickatts, Radkay, and Bever 
stuted they intended to head for Oklahoma City. They intend to get firearms 


&3 socen as possible and pull a bank job. ying fle eg ico. 


Yesterday evening the wife of Dr. Cloyeé iiilson, who was kidnaped at 
2 Cincinnati hospital, bound with electric wire and left in an abundoned house — 
nf Cincinnati by subjects Ricketts, Radkay, and Bever on February 16, 1943, 
received a gnectal delivery letter postmarked Louisville, Kentuczy, at noon on 
February 17, 1943, which advised that her husband was bound and placed in an 
abandoned hous. A chart showing her exactly how to locate her husband was 
‘enclosed with this letter. It ahould be noted that at the time Dr. Wilson was 
kidnaped by the bank robbers, his 1936 Chrysler Sedan bearing Ohio license plates, 
$100.00 in currency, ua physician's grip containing medicine and instrumants, and 
"A" end "BY" gasoline ration books issued to Dr. Wilson were taken. ALI Cleld offices. 
the continental United States were notified of this fact by the Cincinnati Offise 
by teletype on February 17, 1943, and zera requested to muke approprinte contucts —— 
for completa coverage pertaining to the automobile and the gasoline ration books. .

He stated no recent definite informetion of 
velue hag been obtained, althouch numerous rumors hive been received and 
afforded attention. Three local detectives ere contscting their informents, 
accompenied by Bureau Agents, and the case is being closely followed vith 
adjoining field divisions. All relatives of the subject's have been contacted 
and advised of the Harboring Statute. Mr. Belmont saic thet they have all 
Stated they would herbor the subject ‘in spite of this statute. The originsls 
ef the photographs of Clarence and “Arthur Parsons which were telegraphed in 
for the flyers ere being forwerded to the Bureau for use on the Identification 
Orderg which ere being prepsrec. By teletype dated February 14, 1943, 
Cincinnati advised that the phetegraph of eabject Arthur Raymond Parsons had 
been identified by one Spence, an employee of the Baldwin Pigno Company as the 
men who appeared ut his home near Eden Park, Cincinnati about 9:30 P. M., 
Februery 12, 1943, requesting shelter, clothes and food. This individual 
told Spence that he "was Persons," end thet hoe hed escaped from Jail but 
Spence had not heard of the escape and did not know whether to believe this 
individual but he took pity on him and gave him a pullover red sreuter with 
round neck and & pair of light tun trousers which Parsons put on over his other 
clothes.

Mr. Belmont st=ted that the investigative report which was to have 
arrived at the Bureeu today vould not errive until tomorrow because of certain 
corrections which had to be msde in it. This report will contain the complete 
details of the subjects' escape. 


I asked Mr. Belmont if'sn indictment had beon returned against 
subjecte Ricketts, Radkey, and Bever, since it was noted the facts in 
connection with their bank robbery were presented to a Federel grand jury 
at Cincinnati on February 10, 1943. This informetion is desired for 
inclusion on the ldentification Orders. on the subjects. Mr. Belmont stated 
he has not as yet been advised of tha return of these indictments but he 
believee that he can find out tnis morning whether they were returned. He 
will submit the information to the Bureau inmediately by teletype. Mr. 
Felmont was instructed to keep the Burenu closely odviced regarding any 
imvortent developments in this case.
